New Yokk, ,Iaii. 121. — A special to the 
Evening Post from Valparaiso says : " Tho 
feeling here is unmisialieable for a friendly 
settlement oil llie part of the Chilian Cov- 
ernn.ont and people.

amicable settlement, but certain parties are 
adding to llie existing troubles between the 
two cuuntiics. , 

Clilnniunii n Jnunn^ne Bnlijeet. 

Port Townsend, Jan. 21. — United 
States Commissioner Hallinger was placed 
in a lather peculiar position yesterday, in a 
ease which came beforii him, when Qiiong 
W ing Choiig, claiming dapan as his home, 
was accused of being a Chinaman. Hu wSs 
arrested on tho steamer Victorian for 
ilknally entering the United .States. He 
claims to be not liable to the exclusion act, 
but aa Treasury Agent ^lulkey disagrees 
with him on the point hi nationality, he 
will have to prove hia deffnae. Quong says 
he is a restaurant keeper i in Seattle. The 
case was continued until l|[onday. ' 

< lilli Has \ii Idcii or War. 

Nkw Yoiuc, Jan. 121. — The Herald says 
that the proprietor of that paper, on Tues- 
day last, sent a cablegram to President 
Jorge Moiitt, of Chili, asking him to give 
an ollicial atatemeuL as to Chili's position in 
the present controversy with tho United 
States, and aa to Chili's iutention in regard 
to the United States. Li reply the Herald 
received tho following: " 

".Minister Montt can e:q>ress to.yoa fully 
the views of my governmiSit. 

UoROB Montt. " 

Thereupon the Herald'4 Washington cor- 
respondent was instructed to interview 
Minister Montt. Tho position taken by 
the minister is that there has been no clTort 
on the part of the Chilittd government to 
avoid strict justice in dealing with the 
Baltimore assault matter. Tho Santiago 
authorities have simply allowed tho law to 
take its course, and have been uninliuenced 
by the Chilian rabble. The minister claims 
that there is no evidence of nationul ill-feel 
ing in the attack on the seamen in Vaipar 
also, all statements to the contrary notwith 
standing. The minister declined to aiiirtr 
or deny the statement, that Chili has never 
expressed a regret for tlm killing of the 
American sailors. During the entire 
tcrvicw, Jilr. Montt eonteiuled that there 
was no desire in Chili foi war with the 
United .Stutea, and that tiie peo])ie had no 
idea that the Americans were thinking of 
such a thing. 

KnlslitD of I>) l>ila<. 
JCas.sas Citv, Mo., Jan. 21.— Mojor- 
( General J. R. Karnaban, comamling tho 
Uniform line of Knights of Pythias of the 
world, and about 100 brother mciubera of 
I he order arrived here this morning on the 
iSanta Fe at 8:30 o'clock, and were met at 
the depot by a committee, who escorted 
them to the hotel, where they'.remained till 
'2::<U. They were taken in carriages and 
shown tho various points of interest in the 
city. This evening there will be two recep- 
tions, one by the Mayor and City Council 
and tho other by the members of the order. 
The business of meeting is to complete ar- 
rangements for the coming conclave. 

[Clilc.iso j< narclilKlH Appeal. 

Wasjii.ncton, Jan. '21.— The cases of the 
Chicago anarcliists, Samuel Field and 
Michael Schwab were ari;ued in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, to-da}'. 
The point involved in the easei and on 
which the attorneys for the anarchists hojie 
to secure their release, \s that Field and 
.Schwab were not pr<seiit in court when 
sentence of death (afterwards conimuteii) 
was passed on tliem. Field and Schwab 
were convicted, along with the men who 
suffered the death peiudly, for complicity 
in tho Haymarkei tragedy. Mr. Moses 
Solomon, of Chicago, counsel for the an- 
archists, opened the cases, to-day. As 
the points involved in tho two eases are in 
many respects similar, they were argued 
jointly. <5eorgo Hunt, Attoruey-t icneral 
of the state ot Illinois, followed for the 
state. 

Ilydrniillr .Mining. 

K.\N J'l'.ANciscii, ,)an. 21.— At this morn- 
ing's session of tho State Minora' Conven- 
vention a resolution was adopted stating 
"that in the opiniou of tho convention the 
most practitiul way of reviving hydraulic 
mining and protecting navigable rivers is 
for the United States to construct dama in 
tlie Sierras, to impound the debris from the 
mines, and that a coinmitteo pioeccd to 
Washington to .secure the leglshttioii neces- 
sary for their constriiction by government." 

hnyy of CoiunniMlly Proprrly. 
Oltmpia, Jan. 20. — An important real 
estate case, that of James Morgan et. at. vs. 

William l?ell, appealeil from Je/l'eraon 
couiily, was deuideil by tho .Supreme Court, 
to day. The defendant executed a contract 
of s lie to the plaintifTa for a tr.ict of land 
near Port Townseml, which had been the 
community propi'rty of himself and wife 
jirior ;o the latler's death, and which was, 
at the ilatc of the contract, owned hy ile- 
fendant and a minor heir. KlII w.ih a resi- 
dent of Oliio, w,i8 unaware of the Washing- 
ton community law, and sujipoied that he 
was the sole owner of the iiro[ierty. When 
the time for the conveyance came 
ho had learned of his inability to 
transfer tho entire interest, and oll'ered 
to convey his undivided half or to refund 
the option money, but these olfers were 
refused and suit was brought for u specific 
performiince. Tho court below declined to 
order suuif specific performance on. account 
of its iijllpo'ssibility, but entered judgment 
for the plaintifTs for $28,71S, the difTorenoo 
found iH'twcen tho ooasiderationi of the 
contracf. and the value of the land at time 
of trial. The supreme court reverses tho 
judgment; ..And orders the case dismissed 



with costs. The court holds, after a lengthy 
reviev,' of tho authorities, that in a suit for 
specific performance, where such perform- 
ano3 is impossible, damages will not bo 
awarded by a court of equity, but recourse 
must be had to a couimou law action and a 
trial by jury. Tho court further decides 
that a mistake as to tho law of Washington 
made by n resident of another state, is u 
mistake of facts and not of law, and the 
party making it is not therefore without 
remedy.

PlTTSUUlii!, Jan. 21. — It WHS learned to- 
day that 21 Qiut glass f tctories had decided 
to shut down for an indefinite period. This 
action will throw out of employment 2,.')(I0 
iiien. and boys.

Seattle, Jon. 21. — News was brought to 

the city, yesterday, of a sad accident wliicli 
occurred, Sunday evening, two niilea south 
of Colby, iu Kilsop county, in which two 
sons of Albert Baxter, a rancher, were 
burned to death and tho family residence 
laid in ashe^). Karly Sunday niorniog the 
two boys, aged Hi and 7 years respectively, 
left home on a visit, to sonio neighbors. 
Later in tho day, about ■"> or o'clock, the 
parents started on a similar trip, taking 
with them their little girl, who is about 1 
years old. The boys had not returned, hut 
the house was left so that they could elVcct 
an entrance wiihout waiting for the par- 
ents. About 8 o'clock in the evening the 
parenla, together with the little girl, came 
back, only to find their home in aalies and 
no trace of the boya. Anxiety and grief 
prompted them to search the ruins, and, nn 
pokini; the ashes about, they came upon the 
charred remains of their two sons.

It is supposed hy snmo that 
the buys returnerl home, started a fire, and 
by some unknown means it was coniniuni 
caled 10 the house; that in cBorts to res- 
cue goods, one l.oy wua Blupefled by the 
smoke nnd w hen the other attempted his 
re.''<nie both lieciine vielinis (jf suH'ocitioii 
and fell to the lloor to be devoured by the 
(lames. Another t In ory is, that the boys 
came hnme and went to bed, leaving a fire 
bui ning; that wliilo lliey were aaleop the 
house caught lire. Thi;v were suffouuted 
before rcLuruing consciousness.

TliR Mnrt'll uf Ln Urlppc. 
London, Jan. 21.— The frequent deaths 
from influenza, which are occurring all over 

England, seem to absorb the attention and 
conversation of Londoners. Kvon the 
funeral of the Uidce o.f Clarence and that (if 
Cardinal Manning do not prevent the in- 
llucnzi from being the main auhjoct of con- 
versation, for there is hardly a family with- 
out relatives or a dear friend ill from la 
grippe. Reports received hero from Paris 
show that tho spread of the disease there is 
even greater than in this city. In Paris, it 
appears, tho hospitals are crowded with 
patients sulferiug from influenza, and the 
municipal authorities are making arrange- 
ments to convert tho available vacant build' 
ings into temporary hospitals. 

A River Plate Embezzler. 

London, Jan. 21. — .Mr. Arthur Edward 
Smithera, recently nuuiaging director of the 
English Bank of the River Plate, which 
suspended payment in July laat, as tho ro- 
ault of the Argentine financial troubles, was 
aentencod to-day to four years' penal servi- 
tude for embezzling funds and falsifying the 
accounts of that institution.

London, Jan. 21. — Charles Wilbniham 

Perrynian, proprietor of the "Financial 
Observer and Mining Herald," of this city, 
who has been on trial for some days past, 
charged with unlawfully and maliciously 
publishing certain defamatory libels con- 
cerning Air. Anthony I'lilbrook, a lawyer, 
and Company jiromoLer, was found guilty 
to-day, but sentence was deferred. 

Iliiriilns Slilp nt fva. 
London, Jan 21. — The British S. S. "Im- 
perial Prince," from New Y'ork, haa arrived 
at Portland, on her way lo Leith. Captain 
Cox, her Commander, reports that when in 
Lat. 48 degrees North, Long. 19 West, on 
the morning of January 10th, he saw clouds 
of smoke and a volume of flame, which 
ascended heavenward, and aa though caused 
by an explosion. He subsequently dia- 
covered that a ship was on fire quite a dis- 
tance away, and immediately made prepara- 
tions to go to her rescue. Strong N. \V, 
gale prevailed at the time and the sea was 
running hit;h. Captain Cox, however, 
could make hut little headway toward the 
ship, and after a struggle of two houra or 
more with tho elements, had to abandon 
the project. Finally a heavy squall came 
up and the atmosphere became so thick that 
the ship iu distress was lost to view. 
When tho mist raised there wao no trace of 
the burning ship left. It ia tho general 
opinion that the crew of the ship must 
have perished, aa Captain Cox says it 
would have been impossible for a lifeboat to 
have lived in the tciupcstuous sea that pre- 
vailed. Nothing could be found to indicate 
the name or nationality of the burning ship.

London, Jan. 21. — Lady Mary Caroline 
BrudenelUBruce, dowager Marchioness of 
Ailesbury, dieJ to-day. She was a daughter 
of tbe eleventh Earl of Pembroke and 
widow of tho second Marquis of Ailesbury.

The valuables were the pro- 
perty of the wife of Judge Vraglit, who 
Irid been staying at Moor Park, and what 
adds lo the mysteriou.s character of the rob- 
bery is that the door.s were protected by 
cords and slajile.^. The Hose family ia well 
known in Canada, the head being Sir, John 
HiiKp, toriuerly a member of tho Dominion 
Cabinet. They are highly connected, and 
one of the baronet's sistera ia marrieil to 
Colonel Clarke, an equerry to the Prince of 
Wales. 

Iliirnrd In Ilcnili nn n Itnlhvny. 

Sr. pETicitsMiiiui, Jan. 21,— A horrible 
railroad uccident is reported aa having oc- 
curred on Iho Truns-Caucansian Raihvay, 
beyond Siflis. T'wo trains loaded with 
petroleum collided with ciich other. Both 
trains immediately took fire and blazed up 
swiftly and furiously, so that several of the 
railroad employes, who were un the car- 
riages, had no time or opportunity to 
esc I pe. Six of tho employes were burned 
to death and three seriously injured.

Iniiiorlaitl raleni Suit. 
London, Jan. 21. --Justice Uoiiier, in the 
Chancery division of the High Court of ,Ius- 
tioe, rendered an important decision to-day 
in the case of Nettlefords, Limited, against 
Reynold's, involving tho existence of tho 
monopoly in sorow making which hns been 
enjoined by the former concern forsomctiino 
past. Tho hearing of the caso occupied fif- 
teen days, and most of tho leading patent 
lawyers and scientific engineers of Enuland 
were engayed in tho trial in one capacity or 
another. The Kettlofords sought to re- 



atruin Rcynolda and the AmerioiB 
Screw Company, i\'liiuh ho represents^ ^ 
from infringing two patents ■. owned' 
by tho plamtilla, for making wood screws. 
The patents are for the use of a cylindrical 
die, whereas the defendant uses a straight 
die. Reynold, who was formerly connected 
in an oflicml capacity with the Nettlefords, 
started out for himself some time ago, and 
erected machinery at Leeds, to work his 
own patents. Tho court, to-day, dismissed 
tho case with costs to the plainlilf, holding 
that Nettlefords' patent are not infringed, 
but that the defendant invented a new 
machine, which ho is entitled to work. 
The decision practically destroys the mon- 
opoly of the Nettlefords in Englond.

Bkune, Jan. 21.— Delegates rtpresenting 
the watchmaking industry of Neuchatel and 
Geneva, liuvc been holding a meeting in 
this city, and have applied to tho Federal 
Council for financial und moral aid, to en- 
able them to make a creditable .exhibition 
of the finest und costliest watches that 
Switzerland can produce, at the Chica"o 
World's Fair; They declare that they wTll 
make no attempt to compoto with American 
manufacturers in tho cheaper grades of 
watches. Tho Council, though it haa not 
given a final response, has indicated an in- 
tention to encourage the desires of tho dele- 
gates.

of Victoria's Oldest Citizens 
Gone to His Last 
Home. 



Tiie Evenifal Scenes of a Fifty 
ii Years' Service in the H. B. ^ 
Compauy. 



A grciit iimny people were shocked and 
Burpris'Jil, yesterday moruing, when they 
heard tliroiigh tlie Colonist ot the deiitli of 
Mr. Roelorick Finlayson, a well knoivii resi- 
dent of this City. Though nn old man, his 
appearaDco of sturdy health seemed to war- 
- rant a long loose of life, and more especially 
was the neyes very sudden, as on Wednesday 
he' had been seen in toNvn looking as well as 
ever. 

Mt. rinlayson, after dinner Wednesday 
night, spent some liours in Iiia dininf; room 
with hi.s wife iind family, and just before 
his hour of retirinj,', eoniplained of a paiu 
about the region of tlio heart. ilo walked 
slowly to hia room, and .silting down in nn 
arm eludr, diud almost immediately, lie 
was found lying b.ick in tlie ehair in a 
natural position, a fewinonients afterwards, 
cold and still. Dr. J. 1). Hulmcken, Nvho 
was immediately sent for, arrived in a very 
few minutes, but was powerless to render 
assistance, 

Mr. FinlayEon was born at Lickalah, 
Rosshire, Scotland, on the Kith of March, 
ISIS, and caino from his Highland home to 
America when sLxtecn years of ago, The 
trip across was, in those days, an eventful 
one' and the young lad had a rough time 
in the endgrant ship that took him to Now 
York. A short time after arriving there, 
he had the good fortune, through the influ- 
ence of a relative doing business in Now 
York, to bo offered a position with the 
Hudson's Bay Company, at that time the 
principal trading power of the continent. 
He first worked in the Montreal office, 
bnt was soon afterwards transferred to the 
settlement where Ottawa now stands. In 
1839, he, in company with several of the 
' servants of the company, made a hazardous 
journey right across the continent 
'to Fort Vancouver, on the Columbia 
river, which was, at that time, the head 
otfico of the Company on the Pacific 
Coast. In ISIO the old lieaver, the very 
ropes of which are now prized ug precious 
relics, look him, in company with Sir James 
Douglas, to Sitka. Their object was to take 
formal possession of the strip of the Alaska 
shore line, leased to the Compiiny by the 
Russian (iovernmcnt. Mr. Viidayson 
stayed on the old Tuko Kivor fort wlien the 
steamer returned, under trader Kennedy. 
In the summer of 1841 he was promoted to 
the position of chief of the Siickeen post. 
He remained there for si.x moutlis, and then 
went trading to Port Simpson, where he 
stayed until the spring of 1813. Sir janies 
Douglas then met him again and took him 
with him to assist in the establishnieni of 
the new station at Camosun, which post 
subsequently grew into the port of Victoria. 
Sir James had started in March, 1843, 
with an expedition from Fort Van- 
couver, to select a location for 
the new establishnicnt which was to succeed 
Fort Vancouver as the headquarters of the 
company on the coast. Ho chose a spot on 
the east side of the inlet known to us as 
Victoria Harbor, set a mi mber of men to 
work at building a fort and then sailed 
north on the Beaver. When be came back 
^Ir, Finlayson accompanied him. That was 
' on June 1st, and three months later Fort 
Ciimosun was ready for occupation. Charles 
Boss, who had been iu charge of Fort Mc- 
Laughlin, in the north, was placed in com- 
mand of the new post, with Mr Finhiyson 
as second. In the spring of 1844 Mr. Ross 
died, und Mr. Finlayson became chief of the 
post by order of Mr. Douglas. 

Life in Fort Camosun' was not witho<<t 
adventure. Horses and cattle had been 
sent hero from some of the posts in the 
Sound country, eliiefly for use in clearing 
and tilling the land. The Indians did not 
hesitate to look on the oxen as fair game, 
and it is related that a baml of Cowichans, 
whoso chief bore the euphonious name of 
Tsodghilani, on ono occasion appropriated 
a number of animals for food. Mr. i'iulay- 
son demanded that the ofreiiding Indians be 
giren up or payment be made for the cattle. 
Tsoiyjhilani returned a hauyhty negative, 
and finally hostilities followed a rupture of 
diplomatic relaliona. The Indians fired sev- 
eral volleys at the fort, but tbey weakened 
when they saw tome of their lodgos shat- 
tered by a round of grape from the fort can- 
non, the Indian women and children having 
been first warned to leave the camp for a 
safer i)lace. Furs were then brought 
by the savages to pay for the slaugbtereil 
cattle. Such were the early clays of Fort 
Camosun, whose name in 1S45 was changed 
first to Albert and then Victoria. The fort 
was a square of 150 yards, suriounded with 
cedar pickets 18 feet high, with bastions 
at the north-east and south-west angles. 
In each of these bastions was a battery of 
six-pounder guua. Inside the palisade 
were eight log buildings, most of them used 
for the storage of the voried assortment of 

f;oodg, which the company bartered to the 
ndians for furs. Outside the fort there 
was a large farm, on which wheat, potatoes, 
etc., were raiaeil for the food of the altachen 
"Ono of Mr. Finlayson's diaries says that 
in 18i)2 the town of Victoria was laid ont in 
streets, llien bounded on the west by the 
harbor, on the east by the present Govern- 
ment street, on the south by the old fort, 
and on tho north by tlio preseut Johnson 
street. Outside of these boundaries were 
the fields which were under cultivation." 
From that beginning Mr. Finlayson has 
seen the place irrow into the present at- 
tractive city of Victoria. 

Mr. Finlayson remained in the service of 
the Hudson's Bay compuny for many years 
after this, occupying many diflbrenl ])osi- 
tions, at length, by his pluck uiid industry, 
being appointed to the ollice of treasurer. 
It was then that he was entrusted with tin 
care of a great deal of treasure, and, in tlu 
troublous times of the gold excitement, it 
needed a clear head to keep things safn and 
secure. \V'lien Sir Juniea Ij(uigla3 retired 
from tlie service of the company, their 
BiTdira on this side 'of the continent wero 
entrusted to a Board of Management, con- 
sisting of Dugald McTavish in charge, Mr. 
Finlayson holding the position of factor. 
The deceased was one of the largest 
, holders of real estate in tho city, and was 
one of Victoria's wealthiest men. Ho 
.'leaves A wfilow and a family of four sons 
and fivo daughters. In the year 1878 ho 
wna elected mayor of Victoria, and ever 
siiici! that time has taken great interest in 
civic alluirs. 

The funeral will take place to-morrow 
afternoon, at 2:H0, from the family resi- 
dence, and, at .'{ o'clock, from St. Joliii'a 
church.

Thjro is to 1)3 iu it a Merchants' exchange, 
in which busineaa men will congregate to do 
bnsiness and to hear and read tho news.

We wouhl 
therefore not bo at nil Burptisud to liiid that 
the building would almost from tho day of 
its completion pay a fair Interast on the 
coat of its construction. 

Good progress has already been made in 
a;otting stock subscribed. Some gentlemen 
wlio were at tirat indifferent and lookei 
upon tho project coldly, have, since it liua 
been act on foot and diaeussed, changed 
their minds and subscrilied to its stock list. 
The canvassing committee, while it was at 
work, met with unexpected success, and 
-when its members again visit those who ore 
proud of their city and have ita progress at 
heart, they will, wo are certain, bo able to 
get a aullioieut nnmber of aubscribers to on- 
able tho Board to complete the building 
without incurring a single liability that 
'they cannot meet at once. It will be most 
creditable to the business men of the city if 
iheir handsome and commodioua Board of 
Trade Building, when completed, will not 
have on it the slightest encumbrance of 
juay kind. 

' CARPlNf! AS USUAL. 

The Times is exceedingly hard to please 
with regard to questions relating to educa- 
tion. The Board of City Trustees, on 
Tuesday evening, selected a Principal for 
the High School with perfect independence, 
and our contemporary ia aurprised that they 
did not require of tho upplicanta for the 
ofEce the sanction of tho Superintendent of 
Kducvtion. If thiit ollici il luiil inlcrferoij, 
let it bo ever so imlirectly, in tho matter, 
'the Times would have been loudly and 
deeply indignant. It would have resented 
tho alightest auL;;.503tiou from tlie ll3pi.rt- 
ment of Kdiicjtion, and would have ationj;- 
ly asserted the right of ilio Tnisteea to 
perfecl freedom of clioice. ]5nt now it 
would have the public tliiuk that the sane 
tion of tho Superintendent of Education is 
the one thing needful for the man or woman 
who applies for the oflice of teacher in any 
of tho public schools. It nays — "WImt 
avail certilicates of character and scliolastic 
attuinments if tlie appointee is iinl 
a ' friend ' of John Uobaon or Dr. Pope?" 
The Times very well knows that the 
Minister of Education and tho Superinten- 
dent of Education have no voice, either 
direct or indirect, in the uppoinlnient of a 
teacher. It knows lliat the Trustees liave 
tbo power to select any legally (|\iali[ie(l 
teacher without paying tho sliglitc;it regard 
to the approval or the di^ap|]i ()val of tli- 
Department of Education. They could, fur 
-example, have chosen the teacher who in 
the opinion of the Department was the least 
capable of tho npjdicants, and he could 
bo duly installed Principal of the Iligli 
School. Aa long as ho conducted himself 
properly and complied with the provisions 
of the Public Schools Act, ho could re- 
tain his situation, if the Trustees were satis- 
fied with the way in which ho performed 
•his duties. 

Tho Times is most industrious in trying to 
create the impression that tho Superinten- 
dent interferes with the teachers in an 
arbitrary and capricious manner, and 
that none of them can consider his or her 
position safe. Nothing can bo ^further 
from tho truth than this. Aa far ua wo can 
learn — and wc havo enqu ired closely into 
this matter— tbo teacher who performs hia 
duty moderately well ia treated with con- 
sideration and oven indulgence, by the 
Department. So far from boing hasty, 
flxaoting aud capricious in the exorcise of 
its authority, it is forbearing, and it* never 



MR. /ILAKE'S DICTUM. 

There is some talk about tho Hon. 
Edward Blake again entering th? political 
arena. Somo of tho new Liberals do not 
appear to like tho prospect of seeing him in 
Parliament again. Wo are not at all sur- 
priaed at this. Mr. Blake has too niuoli 
discernment not to seo the nature and the 
tendency of tho policy of tho Liberal Party, 
and he is much too honest not to oondcnin 
what he believes to bo deceptive and dis- 
loyal. This is what ho said about the 
policy of unrestricted reciprocity in bis 
famous letter to his former coiistiUienta: — 

" The tendency in Canada of unrestricted 
free trade with the United States, high 
duties being maintained against Great Brit- 
tain, would bo towards political union, and 
tho more successful the plan the stronger 
the tendency, both by reason of tht com- 
munity of interests, the interudugling of 
|;opnlations, tho uioro intinialo liusiiiciis antl 
social comiections, and tbo trailo anil liscal 
rehitiona, nmountilig to ilepcnilcncy , wliicli 
it would create witli the Stales; and also 
especially through inconveniences experi- 
enced in the tnaiiitcnance and appreheiijioiia 
entertained aa to the terudnatiou of the 
treaty." 

Hon, Mr. Blako fells the Liberals that 

unrestricted rfciprwcity makes for annexa- 
tion and that if it ^^■ere once establishcil it 
would bo imposaiblu to prevent tlio accoin- 
plishment of that result. Ho places every 
man who advocates unrestricted reciprocity 
as either consciously or unconsciously a 
favorer of separation from Great Britain and 
of union with the Uiiited.Statea. Refore tbnt 
letter was puldislied the Liberal who sup- 
ported llie advocates of unrestricted reci- 
procity might, with some p!ai:sihiUty, plead 
that ho did not know w iiat tho policy he 
voted for led to, but now the pica of stupid- 
ity will not avail him. Mr. Blake, whom he 
is proud to claim aa the brightest man and 
tlie deepest thinker of cither party in 
Canada, has shown him the tendency of tho 
policy advocated by Mr. Lauricr, .Sir Rich- 
ard Cartwright and Liberals of less note, 
and he is therefore left without excuse. 



choice amon^ them is ymost'' solely " one of 
men. The men are President Harrison and 
Secretary iilaine. Blaino appoata to bo by 
far tho more popular man. It is confidently 
said, that if he will secept the Bomioatioti, ho 
can get it. But it is hot certain whether ho 
ia willing to become a candidate. Iilr. 
Blaino ha^, for the last two or three years, 
acted tho part of a political coquet with 
considerable skill. Ho has never yet said 
in terms tiiat ho would accept tho nomina- 
tion if it were offered him, but he has acted 
in such a way as to lead the politicians to 
believe that bo might accept if ho was 
pressed very hard, and if circumalaneea 
were at aU favorable. Mr. Blaino baa been 
kept constantly before tho people as u poa- 
aiblo candidate. This could hardly 
bo the result of aooidont. In tho game 
of politics in the United States very little 
is left to accident. At one timo it was con- 
fldently aaid that tlie atate of Mr. Blaine's 
health was auch as to make hia candidature 
an impoisibility. But who can tell whe- 
ther or not his illness and hia recovery were 
moves in the game ? 

There was a time when it appeared quite 
certain that Mr. Harrison would b 
nominated in 1802. The speecbea which 
he made during hia progresa through the 
States, somo montlis .igo, created a good 
impreaaion. People said to each other that 
there was a great deal moro in President 
Harrison than they suspected. But tho 
favorable impression sccnia to have worn 
off, and the President can hardly be said to 
1)0 now very popular. If Mr. Blaine cannot 
be nominated, or if he refuses nomination, 
according to present appearances, Mr. Har- 
rison will, in all probability, be the next 
llepublicun candidate; but if Mr. Blaine b 
in the field, it does not appear that the 
I'resident stands much chance of getting the 
nomination of hia purly.

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PRESIDENTIA L CA NDIDA TES. 

Who arc to be tho candidates for tho 

Presidency, is still a matter of conjeettiro in 
tiic United Statci. A short lime ago il 
seemed certain that Mr. Cleveliiid would bo 
tlie Democratic candidate. There appeared 
to be no other man at all eligible abovo the 
political horizan. But as time progressed it 
became evident that the Democratic Party 
waa very far from being a unit on tho sub- 
ject. It was seen that the ex-President's 
opinions on llie tariff were not acceptable to 
a large section of the Democratic Party, and 
that many of ita members did not consider 
him sound on the currency question. It was 
seen, too, that ho was by no means a favor- 
ite with tlio machine politicians of New 
York State. Tlie election of Mr. Crisp ua 
Speaker of the House of Rcpresentativca 
mado it evident that }ilr. Cleveland had 
atrong opponents in hia own party. J5ut it 
is not by any means generally admitted that 
the deciaion of the Democratic Party then 
is a sure indication of what it will be later 
on when the Convention meets to choose a 
cundidatc for the Presidency. 

Mr. Cleveland's clean record as President 
made liim many fricuda ia all parta of the 
Union. Heislookedupouasasoundandasafc 
man. Hia fiscal policy recommends hint to 
a great number of the electors who have not 
always identified tiieniaelves with the Demo- 
cratic party. Tiiere arc very many in tho 
United States wlio are ikjI ruginled as 
strong party men who disapprove of the e.\- 
trome protectionism of the Republicuns. 
They be'.ievo that American industries have 
pas-ed the period of infancy .and tluit to 
keep on fostering them ia unfairly to l)iu\luii 
other cl isses of tlie people. Tliey l)clieve, 
too, that the commerce of the cuuutry would 
be on a sounder footing if tlie artificial sup- 
ports were taken from imUutrics that havo 
been hitherto [iroppcil and pauijiered. It is 
contended that tho last election showed that 
tliis opinion had become general in the coun- 
try, and that the lime has come to inako 
tariir reform tho priiiciji-il i-^siic in the 
election for PrcsideiiL. Dauioerats who 
hold this opinion niiy lie much stronger iu 
the Demooratio Convention than they are in 
the House of Representa.tives, and, if they 
are, Mr. Clovoland is sure of being nomin- 
ated. 

The only other Democrat who, at present, 
KcoNia to stiind any chance of being iiomiii- 
aled, is Senator Hill. Ho is ono of tho 
most astute and enorgolio o[ the poHticiam 
of the United States. He is ongineer-in- 
chief ot tho machine in Now York, and ho 
knows where all tho wires are and how to 
pull them. If the nomination of tho 
Democratic Presidential c.iiidid ito depends 
upon sliilful political in.uiiigemt nt, Senator 
Hill ia pretty sure to out-goueral Mr. Clove- 
land. 

It may happen that somo man, about 
whom nothing has been heard as yet, will 
get tho nomination. When tho supporters 
of strong candidafca are pretty ovculy 
divided, tbo " dark horso " has hia chance. 
So, at thia present moment, it ia quite 
uncertaiijf whether Mr. Clovoland, Senator 
Hill, or f somo "dark horse" will bo tho 
nominee of the Democratic Party.

ROYAL J U BILES HOSPITAL- 

The Smil-IIonthly Meeting,' Last Nli;)it, 
Drought Forth Some Interesting ToiJics. 

The following gentlemen were present at 
the semi-annual meeting of the directors of 
the Jubilee Hospital, hist uii;ht : President 
J. 1". D.ivics (in the chair), Messrs. Bruden, 
I'^herts, Byrnes, ISraverman, Shotbolt, Red- 
fern, \Vilson and Chudley. 

Tlie bills of November and December, 
aggregating over §4,100, were passed, ond 
ordered to be paid. 

The i|uestion of admission of a woman 84 
years of age, into the hospital, was dis- 
cussed at length, considerable comment be- 
ing made on the fact that the hospital was 
the only place to which she could go. The 
woman was tiually admii;ted, it being de- 
cided that the directors should bring the 
matter to the notice of the City Council. 

The President brought up the question of 
the lialiility of the municipality for the care 
of the poor sick, and at the request of the 
meeiingho was requested to draw up a 
incmor indum, to be laid before the City 
Council. 

It was shown that, out of a population of 
'2G,000 jicoplc, about oUO were subscribers 
to t-ho hospital. The President informed 
the meeting t' at he had liad a conversation 
with Mayor Beaven on this subject, and 
that the .Mayor liad informed hirn that the 
ideas of the Directors on this suiiject were 
his own, and tliat ho had niado them public 
in the last session ef the Legislature. These 
ideas were that the whole population of the 
city holding real estate should contribute 
to tile funds of the hospitol by way of di- 
rect taxation. It is expected that the mat- 
ter will culminate in a liy-law to this effect, 
which will bo laid before the ratepayer.-'. 
It will bo particularly worded so us to en- 
sure people contributing in proportion to 
the value of their real estate holdings. It 
was pointed out at the meeting that the 
Provincial Government contributes $.S,000 
per annum, and that the city gives nothing 
at all. 

The amount of the collections made by 
the Ladies' Auxiliary was aljout SI, 100, 
conlributed liy about live hundred citizens. 
'I'his sum, with the special donation of the 
president, of $1,100, will make the 
anmir.l contribution up to between $5,000 
and .SU.OOO.

AnsTis, Tox., Jan. 20,— Adjutant Gon 
erul Muybiey returned, to-iiii;ht, from lli' 
Rio Grande refiicm. He believes tluit Giirza 
ia in trouble, because of tbe demoralization, 
aud even desertion, of some of his men, and 
that he will either surrender or be cajjtured 
within the next ten days. Maybrcy visited 
Garza's wife and fa.ther-ln-law, and tried to 
assure thetn that it was best for liim to sur- 
render, but they appeared impressed with 
the idea that he would fight. The faet 
that the great majority of the people near 
tho Rio (Jrando scorn in sympathy with 
him, ia wliat maltes it iiiird to cateh him. 

Laukdo, Tex., Jan. '20.— A correspond- 
cut, yesterd.iy, took a three diiys' ride with 
a eoufideiitial frifiid of ( Jarza, to tilo vicinity 
oftiai/.ii's hiailcjuartiT-s, Ho did not see 
Garzi, but had an interview with one of Ilia 
lieutenants, wlio velieinently denounced the 
charge that tliey are bandits. They have 
paid for every ihing they have used, and are 
well supplied with llie sinews of war. 
Garza had, lie s^id, over 1,000 followers 
aud adherents on thia side of the river, and 
all the people, as well as half the army on 
the other side, aro with him. 

«ot Ton Tears. 
" London", Jftn. 20.— KverarJ Smith, who 
associated with the notorious blackmailer 
and'confidence man and forger, Charles Le- 
Grande, in forging checks and uttering 
them to the London and Westminster bank, 
was, to-day, sentenced to ten years' penal 
servitude. In the forgery of tho criminal 
partnership. Smith appears to have been 
tho principal, as LeGrando was in tho 
blackmailing operations. Smith forged the 
signature und impersonated Hon. William 
Ashburton, in whose name he wrote letters 
10 Mr. Webster, a turf commission agent, 
inclosing £200 for investment. Tho check 
was actually honored at the St. James 
branch of tho London and Weatminster 
bank, on which it was forged. Smith after- 
ward wrote to a betting agent, saying he 
had lost about £100 and was disgusted with 
his bad luck and wanted the balance sent to 
him in money. He received this and other 
large sums through similar forgeries, Lo- 
Grande aiding hitn in his operations. Lc- 
Grande . was convicted of attempting to 
blackmail, by threats of murdering, the 
Baroness Bolsctrer and Lady Jesscl, widow 
of the late master of the rolls. He was 
also convicted of bein;; connected with 
Smith's foreeries and was sentenced to 27 
years' penal servitude. Smith was after- 
wards arrested. 

Crispl AttackH rrciulcr niKllnl. 

RoilE, Jan. 20.— There was an exciting 
scene, yesterday, in the Deputies, caused 
by an attack by ex-Premier Crispi on the 
present Cabinet. Premier Budinl was 
speakinir, when ' ho was interrupted by 
(&ispi, who declared that while he was 
Prime Minister, Italy never sufTered any 
humiliation. . Amid the tremendous uproar 
which followed, Ci^ispi was heard shouting 
at Rtidiui : "You made an excuse to France 
for the recent incidents in connection with 
tho French pilgrims." Budini protested 
vigorously against this statement, and, after 
much discussion, the matter was dropped. 

ncdnclns Ofllclal Halnries. 

Lisbon, Jan. 20. — The Cabinet having 
decided that it is necessary to reduce tho 
salaries of public functionaries, the King 
has informed the Premier that tho King 
and family desire the measure to be first 
applied to them. Senor Martins, the new 
finance Minister, made a financial state- 
ment, yesterday. He said there was no 
hope of abolishing paper currency for a long 
time. Tbe process of recovery from the 
commercial collapse would be slow. 

'New <'hlllnn Warship .Vcnrlr Ileadr. 
New Yohk, Jan. 21. — The ktast news 
iram France concerning the fitting out of 
the Chilian armored warship, Captain 
Pratt, is to the effect that the workshops 
will hive her ready for sea in thirty days, 
A number of small fittings remain to be 
placed in position, though the larger part 
of the work is what almost any wide-awake 
officer would undertake to carry out at sea. 
It is thought probably that tho Chilian 
■commander now with the vessel may, 
under pretense of a steaming trial, make off 
with the new ship for South America. 
Among naval officers here it is recognized 
that the Captain Pratt, when fully com- 
plete, will bo one of tho best fitted out 
warships in tho world. The very fact that 
her construction is in the hands of Le 
Societo dcs Forges et Chantiers de Mediter- 
ranean is deemed sufficient evidence that 
workmanship is of the very best. 

IMMIGBITION TO THE V. S. 

The Case of Assisted Parties ABSumlng a Ne\T 
Phase. 

Wasbinoton, Jan. 20.— Official corre- 
spondence between tho Treasury department 
and tho Department of State, closing with a 
letter of tho lOth inst. from the Acting Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, has brought to pub- 
lic notice a new phase in tho administration 
fif the laws regarding injmigration. Two 
immigrants from Great Britain, Charles 
Gibbons and John O'lSrien, were detained at 
the immigrant station, New York harbor, 
until it could bo ascertained whether or not 
they were assisted immigrants and likely to 
become a publid charge. Doth were formerly 
soldierB'in tbe British army and are now on 
the pension rolls of the War Office. 
'O'Brien returned to Liverpool The Britisli 
minister at Washington interposed on behalf 
of Charles Gilbbous, and his case became tiie 
subject of considerable correspondence be- 
tween the British Minister and Secretary 
Blaine. While finally consenting to permit 
Gibbons to land, the Acting Secretary of 
tho treasury, in a letter to tho Secretary ol 
State, calls attention to the fact that it ap- 
pears to ho the cstabliBhed ])ractice of the 
iiritish War Olliee, particularly in tho case 
of invalid and disabled pensioners, to com- 
muto their pensions, on the condition and 
understanding tluit they aro to imiue<liately 
emigrate to, and thereafter reside in sona- 
other country, usually the' U. S., that this 
lump sum is not paid to the commuter in 
Great liritain; hut it is forwardeil to tin- 
British Consul at New York, or 
other port of arrival, and paid 
to him on his arrival on this aide 
after his londing, and when it is presuniabl) 
certain that tho immigrant will no longer 
be a burden upon the revenues of Great 



Britain, the unavoMable . inference being 
that this privilege of coinmutatibn,' whether 
so intended by the British "Government or 
not, serves os.'an inducement .and stimuluH 
to the needy pensioner to emigrate from tho 
British dominions^ ''^'Attention ^ further 
called to the' "fact that' before those pen- 
sioners aro permitted to * commute their 
pensions, they are required to sign a^ docu- 
ment, waiving all claim to the pension rolls, 
or the charitable institutions of tho British 
Empire; also, that tho sum' resulting from 
such connnutation of tho pension is seldom 
sullicient to preserve the immigrant from 
becoming a public charge for any consider- 
able length of time, while such iri-imi(.'rant8 
are usually, through age or other disability, 
unable to earn _a livolihood. 'L'lio Acting 
Secretary closes his letter by saying: "The 
result is that this country is asked to re- 
ceive and maintain a class of alien immi- 
grants, who, however meritorious nniy 
have been their military service to a foreign 
nation, yet, are unable to he self sustaining 
and arc in effect, if not technically, assisted 
iinmigrints, witliin the i)rohibitionB of our 
statutes. I should thank yon to call the 
attention of Hor Mnji'Sty'a ndnister to this 
aspect of the Gibbons' case, and to impress 
upon hin\ that while, at his rei(U03t the 
Gibbons family have been permitted to 
land, this action must not be considered as 
a precedent in future cases of substantially 
as similar of nature.

FRISONEBS BEVOLT. 

fxeltlntr Attempt at Beyolntlon In Bio Janeiro 
—The Forlresi Jloldlne them Bombarded. 

Rio de Janeiro, Jun. 20. — This city has 
just passed through an exciting attempt at 
revolution. Two hundred prisoners confin- 
ed in the fortress of Santa Cruz brolco out in 
mutiny lust night. A number of thorn had 
been arrested for miaoonduct in connection 
with the recent political diaturbanoo, moat 
of them purtisana of tho deposed dictator, 
General do Fonseca Tho political prison- 
ers appear to have formed a conspiracy, and 
at an appointed hour iiia'Jo a dash on the 
guards and soldiers stationed about tho 
prison. Not anticipating any trouble, they 
were keeping guard in their usual careless 
foshion, when suddenly tho prisoners 
rushed upon and disarmed them. The 
prisoners then seized all tho arms and ammu- 
nition, foUowinc; tho leadership of ono man, 
who directed tlieir operationa. 

Beroro tho news of tlie rising had spread 
the prisoners advanced rapidly upon tlio 
two forts that guard tho harbor. The men 
giirriaoning tho forts wore not on the alert, 
and the prisoners quickly captured tho two 
places. After establiahing a vigilant guard 
against an .attack, the pnsoners elected a 
leader and annoanoed that their object was 
tho restoration of General de Fouseoa to 
power, making a formal demand to that 
elVect upon the authortttea'. The latter 
simply placed the niosseoger in jail and 
proceeded to gather tho troops and notify 
the navy for an attack on the forts. The 
insurgents hef;iin an irregular cannonade 
witli tho artillery of the torts, hoping ap- 
parently to coinjiel tlio authorities to come 
to terms. 

President I'eixotto iiersonully liirected 
tluit the insurgents .should be lirst sum- 
moned to surrender and tlio forts then cur- 
ried by assault at any cost. 

The niutineVrs refusing to luirreuder, pre- 
parations were made to carry the lort. by 
storm. The gunboats btj^'an a heavy bom- 
bardment of Fort Lage. Iho mutiuueia in 
that fort, seeing no escape and beiug unable 
to stund tho storm of shells from the gun- 
boats, threw down tlieir anna. Fort Pico 
was earrietl by storm, but when the troops 
reached the walls of the fortress they met 
with but little resistance, the uiulineers 
being panicstiicken. When the troops 
entered the fort they found tho leader of the 
mutiny lying dead. Ho had taken his own 
life because ho feared the vengeance of the 
authorities. The fortress prison of Santa 
Cruz, where tho nnitiny began, was held by 
a portion of the mutineers, who yielded 
after an hour's boniburdment. The prisoners 
were placed, on recapture, under a strong 
suard, and the sarviving ringleaders were 
loaded with manacles. 



CONDENSED DESPATCHES. 

The poet, ^Valt Whitman, continues to 
gradually improve. He is gaining strength 

every day. 

Representative Mills, of Texas, will re- 
sign his position as cliairiuau of tho liouae 
committee on interstate and foreign com- 
merce. 

An elevated railroad is to be biiilt in Rio 
-Janeiro soon. Itaa a kind of belt line route, 
going one way and returning another. A 
network of elevated roads is being planned 
for Rio which will embrace tho whole of the 
federal district of the city. 

In London only l.o persons in 1,000 use 
the telephone. The telephone is used most 
in countries where the service is owned or 
. controlled by tho state. In Germany, 
Switzerlttuil, jS'orway and Sweden from 100 
to 400 persons in every 100,000 of tho popu- 
lation are subscribers. In Great Rrttaiu 
only 58 persons in 100,000 use tlie telephone. 
In Berlin 11, and in Paris i.'l out of every 
1,000 inhabitants use the telephone. 

Considerable excitement has been created 
by tho announcement that about twenty- 
five citizens of Bonner's Ferry had located 
' on the Bonner's Ferry townsite property, 
, - qlairoed by S. B. Wright and others. The 
•'crowd is composed of some of the business 
imen of that place, who believe they have at 
least as good, if not a better right than Mr. 
.fright. The people are taking possession 
- of the_ property under the United States 
townsite act. 

As tho result of a confession of judgment 
for S.'f2,r)35 made to Colonel Robert G. In- 
geraoll by the Northern Pacific Reduction 
company, the smelter at Spokane must be 
mortgaged to the agnostic or sold by the 
sheritT. If sold the numerous stockholders 
throughout the United States, who pur 
chased shares from Henry B. Clifford, will 
probably be frozen out. About two months 
ago Colonel Ingersoll resigned from the 
presidency of the company. 

Secretary Noble is having prepared a re- 
solution to send to congress, containing re- 
commendations in regard to selling certain 
lands belonging to the Puyullup Indians of 
Washington .Staie, near the cily of Taconin, 
which town has, during the last fevi' years, 
grown to such an extent that it lias sproail 
about parts of the reservation. 'J'o enable 
the city to continue its growth it is thought 
advisable to buy parts of it from the In- 
dians, for which the full value will he paid. 
Some of tho laud is valued as higli aa 
JO, 000 per acre. 

One of the proposals for giving a :iautie:il 
flavor to the Chicago fair is to havi; ilio 
frigate President, which, after four su jcess- 
ful cruises and the capture of over twenty 
ships of various sorts and sizes, surrendi reii 
to a British squadron ih 1815, and which is 
now lying in dock near London, brouj^lit 
across the ocean and moored in Lake 
Michigan, This craft is used as a station 
and drill ship; and the London Army and 
Navy Gizette approves the project of send- 
ing her to Chicago.

OatbB of the Most Blndlni; and Dreadful 
Character Administered by the 
OIHclals. 

Nkw York, Jan. 20.— ThoTimtrTopeka, 
Kansas, special, says : The suspicion that 
there was an organized conspiracy to kill 
•Judge Rotkin, Mr. Potter, an attorney. 

Sheriff ])min and two or tlirec other persons 
in southwest Kansa^, has been fully substan- 
tiated. There wero three men residing in 
adjoining counties who have furnished infor- 
mation and whose forecasts have always 
been correct. While they aro not reatly 
at this timo to reveal the full particulars 
of this criminal organization, they have 
detailed enough of its workings to show 
that separate oatbs bind' the membera 
to obey the orders of the inner council, 
even though these orders involved the tak- 
ing of life. The members swear to obey 
these orders without question, even though 
llicy may be commanded to take the lifo of 
their dearest relatives. In the ununtits of 
Haskell, Grant, Stevens and Seward are 05 
iniMiibcrs, all of whoso uiimca liavo born fur- 
nished Judge Liotkin. The-e men are ta!;eii 
only from the alliaiiee, and even then the 
utmost cure i:! used in si. Uc iiig jirnper 
material. The nieelings are held at S[(ring- 
lield and Woodsdale, where the three de- 
grees are taken. 

'I'lu! lir.st degree binds the nienibers to 
stand liy each olluir in public and private 
and to defend l aeli olli'-r at the risk id" lite 
if liecesaaiy. 'I'lie applieaul is pledgUil inuK-r 
Iii nally ot liavini^ his residence burned and 
crniia desticiyed, never to reveal alight 
that may come tu hifl knowledge con- 
cerning t!ie acliona of any menilier. 
When taking the ."ecnnd dii;;ree he 
swears to join any nieiiiliL'r or iiienibeiH in 
the protection of their rights and in res-nt- 
ing any personal allVoiit or injury. If he 
lxi\.-i in re spond ing when called on, or re- 
veals any emiteniplatf d action on the part 
of a fellow member, his life may bo declareil 
forfeited by the action of the council to 
which ho belongs. It will be noticed that 
in thesa two degrees there is no provision 
for enforcing tho penalty. Tho applic-int 
for further advancement, besides every mein- 
hcr ia expected to take all three degrees and 
is then fully prepared for the final degree. 
He places himself at the disposal of the 
inner council in life and in death. He 
swears faithfully to execute any orders, 
issued him by the council, even though he 
be commanded to tako the life of 
his dearest friend orrelative. He ia given 
to understand that the power of this secret 
order of justice will be directed against the 
enemies of one and all of the organization. 
Hefiutlier swears, that when ordered to 
destroy auy member proved to be a traitor, 
or even suspected of being such, that ho will 
unhesitatingly obey such command, when 
called oil by tho inner council, or by one 
member tlieroof. He swears to obey, hold- 
ing himself in readiness at all times, to join 
any pirty for tho exterininution of common 
eiiciniea. Failing in any part of his obliga- 
tions, ho ])laces ilia life at the disposal of 
his comrades.

It was only yesterday that 
pirties in Topeka were discovered to be 
connected with lliia murderous organiza- 
tion, but they may have so guarded their 
trucks that Ihey will escape arrest and 
trial. WWiin two weeks, the plans of tho 
prosecutor will bo so fully matured that 
arreata will begin, when ail the details will 
bo given. The conspirators, under the 
present laws, are reasonably secured from 
trial for murder, which has made them 
bold. If they shonld be tried, there would 
not bo men enough in the entire district, 
let alone the eounty in which tho murder 
M'as cninmilted, to form a jury after tho 
peremptory eliulleiigea had been made. If 
judge Hotkin, who is now in this city, suc- 
ceeds in getting all the evidence against the 
secret order of juslieo in proper form, and 
can convict the members, even in the ]niblic 
mind, he will havo done much to restore 
order among the lawless element. 



FROZICN IN THE RLIZZ.VRD. 

Lobs of Life In Tenia aiid Alabama— Cold 
Weather In liiillana. 

St. Loin.s, Jan. 20. — Advices from Texas 
indicate the coldest weather in years. At 
Koiiham the mercury fell last night to 7 

degrees below zero. At Leonard six inches 
of ice formed on the lake, and an old woman 
was frozen to death in her house near town. 

Atiiisns, Ala., Jan. 20.— The community 
was horrified to-day by the discovery that 
two aged people, Mrs. Martha Davis and her 
brother, W. li. Danfortli, had been f.-ozen 
to death in their little home in the suburbs 
of the town. Appearances indicated that 
the old lady 's clothing had caught lire and 
that she was disabled by the time she hud 
subdued the llanies. Her brother was bcd- 
riildeii and could not asaiat hor, and the 
blizzard coming on, both were frozen. 

I.SDIANAI'OI.IS, ,lan. 20. — Tlie iiiereury, 
this iiioriiing, was ten degrees below zero, 
and there is nearly a foot of snow on tho 
ground. All the streams are frozen to a 
depth of twelve to fifteen iiiclieH. 

St. 1'aiil, Jan. 20. — 'J'he cold weather has 
moileral ed soinc-whal through this slate. 
Kepiirls from North Dakota state that a 
blizzird pievailed at Devil's f^ako and 
Moorliead, Minn., yesterday, and that 
milder weather followed to-day. At James- 
town, N. D., a heavy snowstorm and high- 
wind ia reported. More cold weather for 
Thuraday is predicted. Cold woather 
prevailed, lust night, in dilTeront parts of 
the Northwest. The thermometer ranged 
the greater part of tho time below zero. 
There is little q|iow, and at times consider- 
able wind. 

Taiildqitaii, I.T., Jan. 20. — Deep snow 
covers the ground here, and the mercury is 
abiiiit 10 degrees below zero, tho coldeat in 
five years. Slock on tho rangea ia suffering 
terrilily, and a uood f.unine exists here. 

I'lTTsiiiiui:, .Jan. 20. — The inereiiry has 
dro|)pi'd to -I degrees below zero, the lowest 
point reached in years. Reports from sur- 
rounding towns indicate even C'dder wea- 
ther. All trains are from one to three hourj 
late.

Special Service for the Qnoi'n In St. George's 
Chapel— Severe Simplicity. 

London, Jan, 20.— The queen, accompan- 
ied by the Princess Louise, to-day attended 
special memorial serrioeB in the ohapd at 
Osborne house, conducted by Canon Buck- 
worth. The queen walked feebly, and was 
assisted by Princess Louise. Tho Prince of 
Wales and family and Princess Mairy of
